The Charge of Chief J ustice Shaw was a very clear and 
able and, as it seemed to us, impartial one. There being 
virtually no defence it was impossible to make the evi¬ 
dence oh both sides equiponderate perfectly. But he 
summed up what points were attempted, and put aside 
many of the ones which the prosecution had laboured as 
strongly as any,—such as, the anonymous letters, the 
prisoner’s demeanour when arrested and on trial, his 
waiving an examination, &c. The closing speech of the 
Attorney General was justly, obnoxious to oriticism as 
unnecessarily and unjustifiably vituperative towards 
the prisoner. If he had evident enough to conviot him 
such personal severity was superfluous and in bad taste; 
and if he had not, nothing could be more unjustifiable 
than an attempt to win a verdict of oonviotion by ex¬ 
citing -the passions of the Jury. A proseouting officer, 
I should think, ought to be governed by at least a semi- 
judioial spirit, and to exhibit something of the impar¬ 
tiality and decorum of the Benoh. His argument from 
the demeanour of the prisoner in Court struok me as 
particularly unfair and ungenerous. He must have 
been a superficial observer who saw anything of levity
